2. focare trait adapted to our 
Mil and eltmi^a. - 

1. Inatruct our teacbera In the 
very best practical methods ot bud- 
ding, grafting, crossing, pruning 
;rowft]g, shipping, drying, canning 
lud spraying that this may be hand 
id over to the parents through the 
children. 

4. Since there are about eight 
auBdred mllllen dollars worth of 
irull and other farm .products de- 
uroyed la the United States annu- 
illy, each teacher should be made 
familiar with the fungi and Insects 
injurtotu to these pnoducta, and 
i^iren the best methods, of destroy 
lag them. 

5. Since there Is greater lo«« over 
the State by neglect along frultr 
growing lines and farming In gen- 
sral than from almost any . other 
source, intensive farming should be 
more largely Introduced and carried 
on,— Bastern Kentucky Review.

Tkw* to ao tfonbt la my mind 
tkat many paopto Itavo tke wrong 
conception of this law, perhaps they 
are wrongfully and purpo.sely mis 
led by those who are not in aym 
pathy with it; or perhaps the law 
has been Intentionally misconstrued 
for some Other purpose. 

Thla ackool law waa enactad by 
th* laat Ooaaral Aaaaably aboat 
two yaara ago. Th* purpoae ot tkia 
aew law to to croato a better ackool 
■yatem. fl^ocUlly la tb* rural dia- 
trieta of tkIa CoiagsoBwaalth.. The 
Legislature kept in mind the status 
of the rural common school district, 
although, perhaps, a good majority 
of those schools was In excellent 
condition and under fine supervision 
while many, no doubt, were in poor 
and sad plight. 

The law divide* ftvory county In- 
to from four to eight dirlalona 
known aa "Macatlonal DIrialona;" 
Lawrence county iiaring eight such 
dlrialoaa. Bach one of those diri- 
alona has from ten to fourteen dia- 
tricu known as "Sab-dlvtaiOBa" or 
"Sub-districts." 

The (bounty Judge, County Super- 
inleiident and County Attorney mal ] 
tho.se divisions and sub-dlrislons 
and boundaries thereof. The county 
ia made th* unit of taxation, exclud- 
ing, how*T*r, any city school or 
county graded aohool. Thla oounty 
taxattoa, howerer, oiuuiot oubod SO 
canto par 1100 wortk tazabl* prop- 
erty, bs^ea pon ot fl.OO. 

The Board of Education, wblek Is 
composed of one rhalrman elected 
from each of the eight Educational 
Ulvtsiong above mentioned, with 
the County School Supt. as Chair- 
man ei-offlcio also a member of 
said Beard (nine members In Law 
rence county), redommenda to tbe 
Fiscal Court of tko rariouc eouatles 
a eortate tkx to b* <idteato 4 fMm 
oa* all! to tvmty cento, alio a poll 
to any amount not to exceed one 
dollar. If they so dealre. By order 
of this Court the Sheriff eoUecto, 
returns same to County School Sapt 
acting as treasurer, under a "S|>ec- 
iai Bond." to pay out same by tlie 
direction of County Board of Edu 
cation. This county recommended 
no poll, but by lU Board of Educa 
tlon a tax it only ten cento was 
recommended and collected. 



This tax ran be paid out for 
school purposes by order of Board 
of Education, givlug as much or as 
little to the various schools, bl.-.ck 
or white, to principal and aaalatants. 
County High S< hool. as tlMT se - 
caua*. Just and proper. . 

Therefore, the new awool law-, 
give the County _Board of Bducn 
tlon of amy eoun^ In thla Bui' 
authority to do what It tklaks is 
right, lust, and for th* b*tt*nBeni 
of education for which It atands. 
The Daaril of Education haa noth- 
ing to do with employing the lea h- 
ers in various sub-dtstrlcts in the 
Si.ite; lliat 's left entirely to 
majority of the local trustees lom 
pri.sinK its own KilMi-utional division 

The new law re<|ulree one or 
more County High Sehoola to b" 
establlabed in the county; tint oix' 
shall be at the eouaty seat This 
unpopular and Tory eipanalvo act 
of the Board of Bducatlon, aa aome 
enemlaa of •dueatlon have aaemed 
to put it' recently, has been com 
plied w ith and been e.-^'ablisln il 
The boys ami girls of this Common 
wealth must liave some place out 
side of the rural school dislritts to 
prepare themselves for a l>etter ami 
higher education. Can they possi- 
bly reach It In such schoota? Sure 
they cannot do ao. Let tkem pre- 
pare th*m**lT*a la tk* rural ackools 
and b* abl* to Oator a ato» Mfber

These other counties we hope will 
continue this good work until Ken- 
tucky will be one of the foremost 
States ia the Union as to such 
sehoola. We are financially handi- 
capped to aooM oxtoat Should Law- 
reno* oouaty b* a Boarboa. a Jef- 
ferson, a Fayotto. th*a w* «ould, 
with pride, be aaaarod of away auch 
County High Sehoola aa tb* tows 
expressly provide for. 

IMease think for one moment of 
time what would it cost to tbor 
oughly equip a building tor thli 
County High School? What would 
principal and on* or more assls 
tonto coat? What would It cost to 
malatato a Ooaaty Hlgk Bckool 
should w* b*gla at tk* to— d a tlonT 
Lot na as*. A konao aad other 
aultoble buUdtoga, poaalbty no leas 
than 13:^00; one principal at the 
lowest figures, $90 per month; one 
or more assistants, at least t*>0 per 
month; gas, lights, apparatus, water, 
etc., for nine months during the 
year. Would J.1000 per year over 
estimate the cost? In order to save 
cost tk* tow providing for th* ea- 
tabliakflMBt ot sack Hlgk Sckool* 
vesto a . wide dlaerattoa Ib tko Board 
of Bducatlon aod antkorlaaa Mm* 
to arrange with city boarda ot edu- 
cation and with other institutions 
of non-sectarian character any con- 
tract they may be able to adjust.

Bacteria Agaia. 

At the present time every dairy- 
man should .know about bacteria. 
They have so much to do wHh his 
business that he cannot afford to 
l>e Ignorant of them. Nothing sffrcts 
the milk and its produ< ts more tlian 
these little niicroscapl< organismF. 

It is only In recent years that we 
have known of these organisms, and 
their reUtion to the dairy business, 
la a comparatively abort time men 
ot sdenoe have learned a great 4aal 
abaat them aad have wHttaa about 
them many hooka and pamphlets 
which can be obtained at little or 
no cost. 

Bacteria are of a vegctahle niv- 
ture. They swarm li> ilic Inindreds 
of thousands in milk and its pro- 
ducts. There are considerably more 
than 200 varieties,' or kinds, of bac 
teria. ' Some are good bacteria and 
'Borne are bad ones. Some ot the 
goad oaaa gire to the milk and but 
tar thatr tine ttovor and some of 
the bad ones make bitter products 

While a great deal has been 
found out regarding bacteria In 
connection with dairy products 
there remains much yet to be learn- 
ed. Much of our knowledge is also 
vague and uncertain, but it Is ex 
tending rapidly.

Hence the 
calves should come in the fall. 

If your custom is regular it may 
be better to have cowh come frosh 
at different periods during the year. 

Some cows "go di y ' for a long 
period, and others give milk right 
up to the calving time. From four 
to six weeka ia tba proper time.
